AND  LIFE.”— Jesus  the  Christ. 


THE  INDWELLING  OF  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT — THE 
COMFORTER— THE  ADVOCATE. 

All  Pneumatists  lay  much  stress  on  the  four  or  five  scrip- 
tures in  which  the  Greek  word  Paracletos  is  translated  Com- 
forter in  the  common  version.  Even  if  the  translation  were 
correct,  which  it  is  not,  this  class  of  religionists  seem  unable 
to  see  how  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  can  be  of  any  comfort 
to  the  Christian  unless  they  also  entertain  the  opinion  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  must  dwell  in  the  Christian  to  impart  the 
comfort  or  help  claimed.  The  Holy  Spirit  in  their  view  can- 
not, or  may  be  rather,  does  not  afford  any  comfort  to  the 
saints  of  God,  other  than  through  the  fact  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  dwells  in  the  saints,  as  contended  for  by  some,  or 
through  some  indwelling  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as 
claimed  by  others.  One  might  be  led  to  believe  that  the  all 
wise,  all  powerful,  and  all  good  Spirit  of  the  omnipotent, 
omnipresent,  and  omniscient  Jehovah  might  work  for  or  in 
“behalf  of  the  saints,” — Rom.  viii.  26, — in  a way  different 
from  the  way  men  would  have  it.  It  is  simply  a question  of 
revelation.  To  learn  how  or  when  or  where  the  Spirit  of 
God  works  we  must  learn  from  what  “ God  has  revealed 
through  the  Spirit.”- — I.  Cor.  ii.  10.  “ Thus  also  the  things 

of  God  no  one  has  to  come  to  know  save  through  the  Spirit 
of  God,” — v.  11.  I have  yet  to  learn  that  God  is  now  revealing 
to  any  one  “ through  the  Spirit  ” the  things  of  God.  Our 
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only  knowledge  of  these  things  must  be  derived  through  tti'e 
revela'.ions  of  God  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  apostles  and 
prophets  as  found  in  the  Bible.  Is  there  no  comfort  in  love  ? 
Phil.  ii.  1.  Is  there  no  “peace  and  joy  in  a holy  spirit”  ? 
Rom.  xiv.  17.  “Happy  are  they  that  mourn  for  they  shall 
be  comforted.”— Matt.  v.  5.  Was  not  Lydia  and  her  house- 
hold comforted  by  Paul  and  Silas. — Acts  xvi.  40.  Is 
there  no  comfort  in  edification  of  the  brethren,  that  “ alii  may 
be  comforted.” — I.  Cor.  xiv.  31.  God  “ comforteth  us  m all 
our  tribulation.” — II.  Cor.  i.  4.  God  “ comforteth  those 
that  are  cast  down.” — II.  Cor.  vii.  6.  “ Wherefore  comfort 

one  another  with  these  words.” — I.  Th.  iv.  18.  Why  need  we 
multiply  quotations  ? Are  these  not  enough  to  show  that 
God  has  abundant  ways  of  comforting  those  that  need  com- 
fort. The  question  still  remains  is  the  indwelling  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  all  Christians  at  the  present  day  one  of  those 
ways  ? I say  the  scriptures  do  not  so  teach,  others  say  they 
do.  Let  us  quote  the  five  passages  in  the  New  Testament  in 
which  the  word  Paracletos , sometimes  translated  comforter,, 
and  sometimes  advocate  are  found.  “ And  I will  request 
the  Father  and  another  Advocate  he  will  give  you  that  he 
may  be  with  you  to  the  remotest  age,  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
which  the  world  cannot  receive  because  it  neither  beholds  it 
nor  perceives  it,  but  ye  perecive  it,  because  with  you  it  abides 
and  in  you  it  is.” — John  xiv.  16.  “But  the  advocate  the 
Holy  Spirit  which  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name  he  will 
teach  you  all  things,  and  put  you  in  mind  of  all  things  which 
I told  you,” — v.  26.  “ But  whensoever  the  Advocate  may 

come  whom  I will  send  to  you  from  the  Father,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  which  from  the  Father  is  to  proceed,  he  will  testify  of 
me,  and  ye  also  are  to  testify  because  from  the  beginning  ye 
are  with  me.” — xv.  26.  “ But  I tell  you  the  truth,  it  is 

profitable  for  you  that  I should  depart,  for  if  perchance  I 
should  not  depart,  the  advocate  in  no  wise  would  come  unto 
you,  and  if  perchance  I may  go  away,  I will  send  him  unto 
you.  And  coming  he  will  convict  the  world  of  sin,  and  of 
righteousness  and  of  judgment.  Of  sin  indeed,  because  they 
are  not  putting  faith  in  me,  and  of  righteousness,  because 
unto  the  Father  I withdraw  and  no  longer  ye  behold  me,  and 
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of  judgment  because  the  ruler  of  this  world  has  been  judged, 
yet  many  things  have  I to  be  telling  you,  but  ye  cannot  hear 
them  just  now,  but  whensoever  he  may  come,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth,  for  he  will  not  apeak 
from  himself ; but  as  many  things  as  he  shall  hear,  he  will 
speak  and  the  coming  things  he  will  rehearse  to  you.  He 
will  glorify  me  because  of  that  which  is  mine  he  will  receive 
and  will  rehearse  to  you,  all  things  as  many  as  the  Father 
has  are  mine,  therefore  said  I,  of  that  which  is  mine  is  he  to 
receive,  and  will  rehearse  to  you.” — xvi.  7,  15.  “ My  dear 

children  these  things  I write  to  you,  that  ye  sin  not ; and  if 
perchance  any  one  should  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the 
Father,  Jesus  Christ,  righteous  ; and  he  is  a propitiation  for 
our  sins  ; not  however  for  ours  alone,  but  also  for  those  of 
the  whole  world.” — I.  Jno.  ii.  1.  “ So  the  assembly,  indeed, 

throughout  the  whole  of  Judea  and  Galilee  and  Samaria  was 
having  peace,  building  itself  up,  and  going  on  its  way  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  by  the  advocacy  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
being  multiplied.” — Acts  ix.  81.  ( Bro . Rotherham's  Trans.) 

So  also  the  Living  Oracles  except  for  “ advocacy  ” is  substi- 
tuted “ admonition.”  Christ  was  an  advocate  Himself  and 
he  would  “ send  another  advocate,”  (Jno.  xiv.  16) — the  Holy 
Spirit.  No  one  that  I know  of  translates  the  word  in  I.  Jno. 
ii.  1,  as  a “comforter,”  but  always  an  advocate.  And  if 
“ another  ” for  the  same  work,  was  to  come,  why  should  not 
the  same  word,  applicable  to  the  Holy  Spirit’s  work,  be 
translated  by  the  same  word  in  English,  as  when  applied  to 
Christ  ? There  is  every  reason  why  it  should.  When  Christ 
left  the  apostles  He  sent  to  them  “ another  advocate,”  who 
would  plead  their  cause  as  He  had  done  and  discomfited 
Scribes,  Pharisees  and  lawyers.  The  Holy  Spirit  also  demon- 
strated the  Divine  character  of  their  mission  by  signs  and 
wonders  and  divers  miracles. — Heb.  ii.  4.  Hence  the  apostles 
were  told  that  wheresoever  they  may  be  leading  you,  deliver- 
ing you  up,  be  not  beforehand  anxious  what  ye  may  say,  but 
whatsoever  may  be  given  you  in  that  hour,  the  same  3peak, 
for  ye  are  not  the  speakers,  but  the  Holy  Spirit.” — Mark  xiii. 
11.  This  was  the  “ advocacy”  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  we  find 
illustrated  frequently  in  the  history  of  the  apostles,  and  even 
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of  other  Christians  who  received  the  Holy  Spirit,  such  as 
Stephen,  for  his  opponents  “ were  not  mighty  enough  to 
withstand  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit  with  which  he  was 
speaking.” — Acts  vi.  10.  “ And  they  having  made  suppli- 

cation, the  place  was  shaken  in  which  they  had  come  to- 
gether, and  one  and  all  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
were  speaking  the  word  of  God  with  freedom  of  utterance.’’ 
— Acts  iv.  31.  This  “ advocacy  ” of  the  Holy  Spirit  gave 
the  apostles  comfort  even  in  their  persecution  and  sufferings, 
“ they  (the  apostles)  indeed,  therefore,  were  going  their  way 
rejoicing  from  the  High  Council’s  face  because  they  were  ac- 
counted worthy  in  behalf  of  The  Name,  to  suffer  dishonor.” 
— Acts  v.  41.  The  “ Comforter,”  a term  from  which  many 
take  so  much  comfort,  is  not  a scriptural  expression  when 
the  original  language  is  properly  translated.  Indeed  it  is  not 
found  in  the  New  Testament  when  properly  translated.  Much 
theology  is  made  out  of  adapting  translations  to  suit  the 
theology.  The  Holy  Spirit  was  given  to  the  apostles  as 
“ another  advocate,”  after  Christ  left  the  earth  and  went  to 
heaven,  His  abode.  This  advocate  was  to  teach  the  apostles 
“ all  things  and  put  them  in  mind  of  all  things  ” which 
Christ  had  told  them. — Jno.  xiv.  26.  Can  this  apply  to  any 
one  but  the  apostles  ? Can  it  apply  to  any  one  to-day  ? To 
whom  has  Christ  spoken  in  this  generation  ? The  Holy 
Spirit  was  to  guide  the  apostles  “ into  all  truth,  for  he  will 
not  speak  from  himself.” — Jno.  xvi.  13.  Who  is  now  guided 
miraculously  into  all  truth  ? Have  we  not  all  truth  revealed 
in  the  Bible  through  the  Holy  Spirit  ? Are  we  to  ask  God 
to  do  His  work  over  again  ? So  Pneumatists  seem  to  think. 
Do  not  all  sectarians  of  all  Sects  claim  to  have  the  Holy 
Spirit  dwelling  in  them  ? How  much  truth  are  they  led 
into  ? All  sectarian  systems  being  contrary  to  the  truth  and 
**  Sects  ” being  classified  with  murder,  theft  and  other  offences 
or  works  of  the  flesh. — Gal.  v.  20.  All  organizations,  other 
than  the  congregation  of  God  or  of  Christ  are  contrary  to  the 
truth  ; and  is  not  almost  every  conceivable  kind  of  organiza- 
tion made  by  people  claiming  to  have  the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling 
in  them  from  a Provincial  co-operation  of  Disciples  of  Christ 
Up  to  a Ecumenical  Council  of  the  Papacy,  and  yet  the  Holy

Spirit  never  guided  the  apostles  into  that  kind  of  truth,  or  as 
it  is  clearly — error.  If  the  apostles  were  not  so  guided,  how 

can  people  now  claim  to  be  so  guided  ? The  absurdity  of 
such  a thing  is  apparent  when  the  question  is  asked  ! The 
testimony  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  so  clear  and  conclusive  that 
the  world  was  and  is  convicted  of  sin  because  they  were 
not  putting  faith  in  Christ.  The  righteousness  of  Christ  was 
established  beyond  a peradventure  notwithstanding  the  false 
charges  made  against  Him  by  His  enemies,  because  unto  the 
Father  He  went.  The  world  is  convinced  of  the  judgments 
of  God  because  the  ruler  of  the  age,  the  devil,  was  judged  or 
condemned, — John  xii.  81,  and  the  world  also  who  did  the 
works  of  the  devil,  as  the  devil’s  works  would  be  destroyed. 
“ To  this  end  was  the  Son  of  God  made  manifest  that  he 
might  undo  the  works  of  the  devil.*’ — I.  Jno.  iii.  8.  This 
work  goes  on  through  the  preached  gospel.  J.  B. 


VISITING  TALKED  OF  AT  A SYNOD. 

Christians  should  watch  lest  they  be  led  away  by  what 
comes  only  near  but  not  up  to  real  Christianity. 

In  the  Mail,  6th  May,  is  a report  of  a conference  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  Galt.  Rev.  T.  Wardrope,  said  “ he 
himself  went  with  an  elder  and  visited  his  district  once  a 
year.”  Christ’s  “pure  religion”  requires  “to  visit  the 
fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction.”  Mark  the  difference. 
In  the  human,  officers  visit  the  district  once  a year.  In  the 
divine,  the  Christian  visits  the  needy  in  affliction.  Rev. 
Parsons  said  “ the  work  of  the  pastor  of  the  church  is  to 
equip  the  members  for  work  as  taught  in  the  4th  chapter  of 
Ephesians.  They  are  to  be  employed  in  reaching  those  about 
them.  He  had  engaged  the  deacons  and  elders  to  visit  and 
report  once  a month  how  often  they  had  called  on  mem- 
bers.” This  man  presumes  the  modern  pastor  equal  to  a 
gift  of  Christ.  Christ’s  pastors  were  for  “ perfecting  the 
saints.”  For  what  ? “ For  the  work  of  the  ministry  ” and 

what  was  the  service  of  these  samts  ? “ The  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ.”  His  gifts  (pastors,  &c.)  perfected  Christians 
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in  “ the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God.”  That  once  established 
the  gifts  ceased.  The  knowledge  the  Son  of  God  gave  direct8 
saints  to  visit  the  sick.  Modern  knowledge  makes  officers  to 
call  on  members  and  report  to  the  pastor,  an  office  that  long 
ago  fulfilled  its  purpose.  R.  B. 


THE  LORD’S  TABLE. 


“ This  do  in  remembrance  of  Me.” — Luke  xxii.  19-22. 

What  an  assertion  of  unspeakable  greatness  do  these  few 
words  of  Jesus  claim!  He  had  bat  just  a few  days  before 
said  to  his  disciples,  “ Ye  know  that  after  two  days  is  the 
feast  of  the  Passover,  and  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  to  be 
crucified.”  The  voices  which  had  shouted  “ Hosanna  to  the 
Son  of  David,”  are  all  hushed  now,  or  are  ready  to  cry, 
“ Away  with  him,  away  with  him,  and  crucify  him  !”  when  in 
the  quiet  upper  room  with  his  disciples,  and  with  the  sore 
amazement  and  “ exceeding  sorrow”  which  was  unto  death 
already  pressing  on  his  soul,  but  with  his  eye  piercing  through 
all  the  ages,  when  he  would  see  “the  travail  of  his  soul,  and 
be  satisfied,”  he  took  the  memorial  bread  and  wine,  and  said, 
“ Eat  ye  all  of  it,” — “ Drink  ye  all  of  it  ” — “ Do  it  in  remem- 
brance of  Me  ” — “ Do  it  till  I come.”  It  is  then,  in  its  object 
and  design,  a memorial  of  Jesus.  We  do  not  see  him  visibly 
present  amongst  us,  and  memory  is  often  so  faulty  that  sym- 
bols become  necessary  to  us.  That  memory  might  not  fail  of 
its  precious  duty  and  privilege,  he  has  given  us  these  symbols. 
The  great  apostle  to  the  Gentiles  said,  with  direct  reference 
to  the  death,  burial  and  resurrection  of  Jesus,  “ Ye  are  saved 
by  them,  if  ye  keep  them  in  memory.”  What  a joy,  what  a 
privilege,  that  we  can  thus  remember  him.  He  is  still  pres- 
ent with  his  “ two  and  three  ” wherever  they  are  met  together 
in  his  name.  He  is  with  us  to-day — near  to  each  one  of  us 
to-day,  and  saying  to  each  one  of  us,  “Peace  be  unto  you.” 

Unbelief  has  its  memories  as  well  as  faith,  but  how  poor 
they  are.  Unbelief  looks  over  the  whole  past,  but  what  are 
its  memories  ? It  has  memories  of  sin,  ungodliness — memor- 
ies all  blurred  and  blotted,  memories  of  a past  without  God 
and  without  hope.  The  mind  will  go  back  and  gather  up  past 
memories,  and  if  without  Jesus  and  his  redemption,  how  poor 
and  soul-disturbing  they  are.  Faith  looks  back  and  whilst 
with  deep  and  loving  penitence  it  says,  “ He  loved  me  and 
gave  himself  for  me,"  it  also  hears  sounding  from  the  lips  of 
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its  crucified  Lord  the  first  triumphant  note  of  the  ages  to 
come.  “It  is  finished.”  It  sees  in  these  simple,  sacred  sym- 
bols, the  pledge  of  his  glorious  return,  the  resurrection  of  all 
his  saints,  final  redemption  from  all  sin  and  sorrow,  pain  and 
crying  and  tears,  and  the  overthrow  forever  of  all  sickness  and 
death.  He  says:  “ Do  this  till  I come.”  Then  “we  shall 
see  him  as  he  is,  and  be  like  him,”  and  be  with  him  forever. 
Then  all  past  blessed  memories  will  be  gathered  up  and  glori- 
fied. Then  all  good  will  be  established  and  made  to  shine 
forth  in  its  own  native  beauty  and  glory — the  beauty  and 
glory  of  the  Lord.  This  simple  ordinance  symbolises  all — 
shows  his  death  “ till  he  comes.”  Here,  remembering  him  to 
to-day,  we  tell  it  all,  and  in  joyful  hope  of  that  great  day,  we 
will  “ do  it  in  remembrance  of”  Jesus. — Evangelist. 


ALEX.  CAMPBELL’S  NOTES  ON  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT. 


Although  I have  had  among  my  books  Alex.  Campbell’s 
version  of  Acts  of  Apostles,  and  brief  notes  on  the  same  more 
than  27  years,  and  have  often  referred  to  them,  yet  not  until 
this  day  have  I read  his  notes  on  chap.  x.  38. 

I presume  that  a few  of  your  critical  readers  have  become 
interested  in  our  discussion  of  the  Spirit — whether  or  not  He 
now  dwells  in  the  body  of  Christ — His  congregation  and  peo- 
ple. I affirming.  J.  B.  denying. 

A few  notes  from  a man  of  the  erudition  and  research  of 
Alex.  Campbell  ought  to  be  read  with  attention— even  by  our 
young  men,  who  fancy  that  their  renderings  of  the  original 
are  of  equal  value  with  those  of  Dr.  George  Campbell,  James 
Macknight,  Robert  Young,  or  even  Alex.  Campbell ; who,  for 
more  than  50  years,  stood  on  the  shoulders  of  all  his  prede- 
cessors ; and  consequently  enjoyed  a larger  horizon  than  the 
greatest  and  best  of  them. 

But  to  the  extracts : “ The  history  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been 
written,  but  the  history  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  never  been 
written.  The  Holy  Spirit  represents  not  a Spirit  of  God,  nor 
an  angel  of  God,  but  a!l  Divinity,  and  Divinity,  too,  in  all  its 
grandeur. 

“ But  it  appears  in  numerous  and  various  manifestations, 
in  creation,  in  providence,  in  moral  government,  and  in  re- 
demption. But  all  these,  works  one  and  the  same  Spirit. 
4 By  his  Spirit  he  garnished  the  heavens,  and  formed  the 
crooked  serpent,’  or  the  milky-way,  Job  xxvi.  13.  ‘Thou 
sendest  forth  thy  Spirit  and  thou  renewest  the  face  of  the 
earth.’  Ps.  civ.  30.  But  these  he  consummates  by  the  winds 
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of  heaven.  So  by  his  word — the  breath  of  the  Lord,  his 
Spirit  quickens  us. 

“ Pneuma  Agion,  in  its  anarthrous  form,  is  found  the  con- 
ception of  Jesus,  Matt.  i.  18,  20.  Again,  in  his  promised 
baptism  in  pneumati  hai  puri , Matt.  iii.  11.  He  also  cast  out 
demons,  pneumati  Theon,  Matt.  xiv.  28,  etc.  In  the  triune 
manifestation  of  God  there  is  a Father,  a Son,  and  a Holy 
Spirit,  and  these  are  essentially,  necessarily,  and  absolutely. 
Divine.  As  there  are  no  degrees  in  absolute  humanity,  so 
are  there  none  in  absolute  Divinity.  These  are  the  elements 
of  all  true  criticism  and  interpretation  of  the  oracles  of  inspir- 
ation on  this  most  mysterious  and  Divine  theme,  as  we  con- 
ceive of  them. 

“ After  being  so  systematically  designated  in  reference  to 
his  birth,  baptism  and  mission,  as  simply  and  absolutely 
Pneuma  Agion,  he  is  occasionally,  indeed  often,  being  now  well 
known,  styled  to  pneuma ,to pneuma  agion, and  to  pneuma  to  agion . 
And  all  this  in  good  taste,  and  in  conformity  to  the  biograph- 
ies and  histories  of  that  era.  It  is,  therefore,  a gratuitous 
criticism  to  assume  that  Pneuma  Agion  does  not  always  indi- 
cate, in  reference  to  this  glorious  personality,  the  same  definite 
Divine  personality  into  which,  or  into  whose  name  equally 
with  that  of  the  Father  and  the  Son  all  Christians  are  im- 
mersed. We  thank  God  that  we  can  have  the  full  assurance 
of  understanding,  that  Pneuma  Agion , like  Jesus  Christ,  is  the 
divinely-established  designation  of  the  Christian  Advocate  and 
Sanctifier. 

“We  may  further  say  in  all  the  premises,  that  Pneuma 
Agion  is  nowhere  in  Holy  Writ  used  as  applicable  to  any 
Christian  man,  however  sanctified  and  adopted  into  the  family 
of  God.  It  is  an  appropriated  name — as  much  as  Jesus  is  in 
the  New  Testament,  or  as  Joshua  was  in  the  Old.  We  have 
many  baptists  now-a-days,  but  no  John  the  Baptist.  The 
Hebrews  had  many  Christs  of  the  house  of  David  and  of  the 
house  of  Aaron  ; but  now  both  Jews  and  Gentiles  have  but  one 
Christ — and  therefore,  he  is  the  Christ — the  only  Christ  of 
God,  emphatically,  the  Lord's  Anointed. 

“Again,  and  finally  on  this  topic:  We  are  never  said,  in 
the  Christian  scriptures,  to  be  baptized  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  but 
uniformly  in  Holy  Spirit.  We  have  three  baptisms  set  before 
us  in  the  Christian  oracles  : a baptism  in  water , in  Spirit , in 
fire.  They  are  in  the  Greek  scriptures  [uniformly  anarthrous 
and  not  in  the  water,  in  the  spirit,  in  the  fire.  We  may  be 
baptized  in  Holy  Spirit,  in  water,  or  in  fire ; bnt  not  in  a 
Holy  Spirit,  in  a water,  or  in  a fire. 

“ Again,  every  person  is  said  to  be  baptized  into  something 
as  well  as  in  something.  Hence  the  Apostolic  commission 
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reads,  immerse  them  into  the  name ; not  in  the  name  of  the 
Theiotes  or  Godhead — into  ‘ the  name  of  the  Father,  and.  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.’  This  formula  is  pregnant 
with  exalted  conceptions  of  a special  relation  to  the  Father  as 
now  our  Father,  to  the  Son  as  our  kinsman  Redeemer  ; and  to 
the  Holy  Spirit  as  our  Advocate  with  the  Father,  through  the 
dignity  and  merit  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

“ That  which  is  ascribed  by  Paul  to  Pneuma  Agion,  anar- 
throus, is  by  him,  again,  ascribed  to  to  Pneuma  to  agion , 1 Cor. 
xii.  2.  ‘ No  one  can  say  that  Jesus  is  Lord,  but  by  Pneumati 

Agios.'  This,  altho.’  anarthrous,  is  construed  by  the  Holy 
Spirit — but  literally  Holy  Spirit.  But  logically,  as  well  as 
grammatically,  he  reasons  thus  : ‘ There  are  three  diaireseis — 
one  class  of  gifts,  one  class  of  services,  and  one  class  of  oper- 
ations. We  may  admit,  if  any  person  calls  for  it,  that  there 
are  classes  of  gifts  or  offices,  classes  of  services,  and  classes  of 
operations,  subjectively  and  objectively  contemplated.  But 
there  is  ‘ to  de  anto  pneuma,'  and  there  is  ‘ o autos  kurios,'  and 
there  is  ‘ o autos  Theos.'  Three  Divine  agents,  three  Divine 
functions,  three  Divine  operations — embracing  the  personali- 
ties of  Jehovah — in  the  Father,  in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Holy 
Spirit,  or  the  Holy  Guest  of  the  Christian  temple.  As  for 
definite  titles  of  any  one  of  these  Divine  personalities,  or  oper- 
ations, we  should  not  be  hypercritical.  The  diction  of  the 
Spirit  is  all-sufficient,  and  alone  sufficient  for  the  least  and 
the  greatest  head  or  heart  in  all  the  ages  of  the  reign  of  grace. 
And  hence,  without  any  speculative  theology  or  Christology, 
that  which  by  one  Christian  writer  under  supernatural  guid- 
ance, is  ascribed  to  pneuma,  is  again  ascribed  to  to  pneuma  by 
himself ; and  again  by  others  to  Pneuma  Agion — and  to  Agion 
Pneuma — and  to  make  it  superlative  in  some  cases,  to  Pneuma 
to  Agion,  which  caps  the  climax  of  grammatical  precision  and 
of  exegetical  development.  In  one  sentence  Pneuma  Agion  is 
tantamount  to  Pneuma — as  ’o  Theos  is  to  Jehovah."

THE  GIFT  OF  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT. 


The  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  second  promise.  What 
is  meant  by  this  promise  ? Does  it  mean  what  is  commonly 
called  the  indwelling  of  the  Spirit  in  the  believer  ? Is  it  the 
presence  of  the  Spirit  of  God  to  strengthen  and  give  needful 
help  to  all  saints  ? Is  it  the  common  heritage  of  all  Christians  ? 
Or  does  the  promise  refer  to  such  a possession  of  miracle  power 
as  the  apostles  had  shown  they  possessed  in  the  speaking  of 
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languages  they  had  not  learned  ? Everything  narrated  points 
to  miracle  power.  Peter  spoke  of  the  gift,  something  that  was 
before  his  hearers,  with  which  they  were  at  least  partly  ac- 
quainted, that  which,  in  short,  had  been  perplexing  them  re- 
specting the  apostles.  It  was  miracle  power  that  Peter  and 
his  co-workers  possessed.  The  Holy  Spirit  as  the  abiding 
comforter  with  every  believer  was  not  before  Peter’s  audience. 
You  obey  the  Lord,  says  Peter,  and  you  will  obtain  the  same 
gift  that  we  have.  You  will  receive  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a gift, 
showing  his  presence  with  you  in  miraculous  powers. 

A study  of  Joerii.  28-82  leads  to  the  same  conclusion.  Pro- 
phesying, dreaming,  and  seeing  visions,  belong  not  to  all 
Christians,  and  are  not  received  in  the  ordinary  reception  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  All  is  in  the  region  of  the  miraculous. 
Neither  in  Joel  ii.  nor  in  Acts  ii.  is  there  any  trace  of  any 
impartation  of  the  Spirit  other  than  the  gift  of  miracle  power. 

The  next  occurrence  of  the  same  words — “ the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Spirit” — confirms  the  conclusion  to  which  Acts  ii.  and 
Joel  ii.  have  led  us.  “ On  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured  out 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit"  (Acts  x.  45).  It  is  beyond  doubt 
that  on  this  occasion  there  was  miraculous  manifestation ; for 
the  recipients  of  the  gift  were  heard  to  “ speak  with  tongues,” 
t.  e .,  they  spoke  in  other  languages,  as  the  apostles  did  on  the 
day  of  Pentecost. 

This  exposition  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Acts  ii.  38 
in  no  way  precludes  teaching  from  other  portions  of  the  Scrip- 
tures respecting  the  help  of  the  Spirit  to  all  Christians.  But 
that  is  not  taught  in  the  passage  under  consideration,  and  I 
dare  not  import  it. 

Apart,  for  a moment,  from  Acts  ii.  38,  I do  not  know  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  ever  promised  or  manifestly  received  in 
the  act  of  baptism.  It  is  true  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was  given 
to  them  that  obeyed  (Acts  v.  32).  But  repentance  and  at- 
tendance to  the  Lord’s  Supper  are  as  much  acts  of  obedience 
as  baptism.  It  may  therefore  be  that  through  all  these  alike 
we  obtain  the  Spirit.  As  respects  miraculous  gifts  by  the 
possession  of  the  Spirit,  the  evidence  is  that  these  were  re- 
ceived sometimes  before  baptism,  sometimes  after  it,  but  never 
said  to  be  in  it.  Acts  x.  44-46,  is  a sample  of  receiving  the 
Spirit  before  baptism  ; while  Acts  viii.  14-17.;  xix.  1-6,  record 
the  reception  of  the  Spirit  after  baptism.  In  the  last  passage 
named,  the  Revised  Version  teaches  that  Paul  judged  that 
the  disciples  in  Ephesus  would  have  received  the  Holy  Spirit 
when  they  believed.  And  yet  it  was  after  baptism,  and 
through  the  onlaying  of  Paul’s  hands,  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  given. 
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The  thought  of  receiving  the  Holy  Spirit  in  baptism  seems 
to  be  based  on  too  cursory  a view  of  Acts  ii.  38.  It  is  hastily 
assumed  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  promised  on  the  same  condi- 
tions as  remission.  But  the  passage  does  not  read,  ‘ Kepent 
and  be  baptised  ...  for  the  remission  of  sins  and  for  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  ’ “Ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  ” does  not  at  all  imply  that  the  gift  was  received 
in  being  baptised.  It  might  be  after  baptism  by  the  laying  on 
of  an  apostle’s  hands,  as  in  two  instances  just  named.  Acts 
iii.  19-20  will  serve  as  an  illustration  of  the  verse  we  are  con- 
sidering in  the  second  chapter.  “ Repent  . . . and  be 

converted,  that  your  sins  may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times 
of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord ; and 
He  shall  send  Jesu.^  Christ.”  Here  there  are  two  commands, 
as  in  Acts  ii.  38,  and  they  are  in  order  to  forgiveness.  Then 
comes,  in  the  same  sentence,  the  promise  of  Christ’s  return — 
“ He  shall  send  Jesus  Christ.”  In  the  construction  of  the 
sentence  the  promise  of  the  Lord’s  return  is  connected  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  way  with  repentance,  conversion,  and  forgive- 
ness, as  in  the  second  chapter  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
with  repentance,  baptism  and  forgiveness.  If,  in  the  one  case, 
1800  years  have  elapsed  between  the  repentance,  conversion, 
and  forgiveness  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  return  of  Christ  on 
the  other,  there  need  be  no  difficulty  that,  in  the  other  case, 
a lew  hours  or  days  elapsed  between  baptism  and  the  receiv- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  receiving  of  the  Spirit  on  the  day 
of  Pentecost  by  the  many  believers  may  therefore  have  been 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  onlaying  of  apostle’s  hands, 
as  in  Acts  viii.  But,  however  it  was  received,  it  is  mere  as- 
sertion to  tell  an  enquirer  that  he  will  receive  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  baptism  more  than  in  any  other  act  of  obedience. — Christian 
Advocate . 


THE  SALVATION  ARMY. 


These  people  had  a grand  time  during  Easter  week  in  dedi- 
cating their  magnificent  Hall  for  entertainment.  The  Globe 
reported  that  Marshall  Booth  one  night  “ gave  a graphic 
picture  of  how  after  three  days  of  prayer,  weeping,  and 
wrestling  for  victory,  at  the  break  of  day  it  appeared  as  if 
God  had  taken  His  own  hand  and  had  run  it  across  the  sky, 
splitting  it  open  and  revealing  Himself  in  His  glory  to  the 
eye  of  faith.  He  then  devoted  some  time  to  urging  his  hear- 
ers to  get  the  Spirit.  One  of  the  leading  errors  of  the  age  is 
that  the  people  are  fed  by  the  reading,  preaching,  and  ex- 
pounding of  the  Word.  That  is  not  what  is  wanted.  Let 
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them  get  the  Spirit  and  their  souls  will  grow  fat  ; if  they  do 
not  get  the  Spirit  their  souls  will  be  lean.” 

The  Mail  described  part  of  the  proceedings  the  same  night. 
Mr.  Coombs  mounted  a chair  when  “ singing,  shouting,  pray- 
ing, laughing  and  crying  were  all  going  on  at  the  same  time. 
The  wildest  excitement  prevailed.  The  “ Hallelujahs  ” and 
“ Glorys  ” grew,  if  possible,  louder  and  more  frequent.  The 
people  were  being  worked  up  into  a state  of  religious  fever 
seldom  witnessed  in  this  city.  For  one  at  least  the  excite- 
ment in  that  audience  was  too  much.  The  audience  were 
singing  and  clapping  their  hands  at  the  time,  and  he  appear- 
ed to  be  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  of  all.  But  when  the 
hand-clapping  and  the  song  had  ceased  he  remained  standing, 
and  with  eyes  closed  continued  clapping.  Mr.  Booth  asked 
him  to  stop,  but  the  young  man  had  got  into  such  a state 
that  he  could  no  more  control  his  actions  than  he  could  the 
waters  of  Niagara.  Again  Mr.  Booth  asked  him  to  keep 
still,  but  seeing  that  his  words  had  no  effect  he  said  to  the 
man  who  stood  beside  him  “ put  your  hands  between  his,  I 
want  to  speak.”  The  man  did  as  he  was  ordered  and  the 
poor  hysterical  fellow’s  unseemly  noise  was  stilled.  His 
whole  frame  trembled  and  when  the  order  was  given  to  sit 
down  he  was  forced  into  his  seat.  It  was  a sad  scene.  His 
hands  still  beat  the  air  while  his  lower  limbs  trembled  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  required  the  efforts  of  two  men  to  con- 
trol his  spasmodic  movements.  The  reaction  came.  Thor- 
oughly exhausted  he  dropped  his  head  on  the  shoulder  of 
his  companion,  where  he  lay  in  a state  of  semi-consciousness. 
No  attempt  was  made  to  relieve  him,  or  remove  him  from  the 
building,  although  it  seemed  little  short  of  cruelty  to  keep 
him  there.” 

Religion  of  this  kind  which  does  not  require  the  reason  and 
judgment  of  men  is  not  always  lasting.  It  may  be  good  to- 
use  in  glorifying  the  creature.  W.  Durban,  of  London, 
writes  to  a paper  : “ I work  in  the  midst  of  a great  district 
where  Mr.  Moody  missioned  with  the  liveliest  demonstrations; 
hut  not  a vestige  of  any  kind  is  visible  as  a permanent 
result.” 

The  following  related  by  R.  E.  Dunlap,  of  Illinois,  in  one 
of  our  papers,  concerning  a “ Holiness  Band,”  which  seems 
to  work  on  a principle  similar  to  the  Salvation  Army,  tells 
how  it  affects  some,  and  probably  gives  a key  to  the  whole 
secret  of  the  power  that  operates.  This  is  called  the  Spirit, 
as  the  Holy  Spirit  must  be  made  to  bear  all  the  schemes 
which  men  can  devise  religiously  : 

“ Some  of  the  more  intellectual  class  testify  that  sitting 
regularly  well  to  the  front  of  the  audience  they  have  felt  a 
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strange  sensation  creeping  over  their  person,  and  at  the 
same  time  have  a consciousness  of  a very  happy  frame  of 
mind.  Some  are  not  slow  to  recognize  the  artful  manipula- 
tion of  animal  magnetism.  All  the  symptoms  of  a gentle 
electric  shock  are  present.  These  sensations  do  not  leave 
the  body  on  leaving  the  densely  packed  audience  room,  but  at 
least  in  one  instauce  lasted  for  two  days  afterward.  A 
prominent  lady  member  of  the  Christian  Church  who  had 
been  in  early  life  a devoted  Methodist  and  had  prayed  long 
and  fervently  for  a consciousness  of  the  forgiveness  of  sin 
and  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  had  failed  to  receive 
such  witness,  had  then  heard  the  “ obedience  of  faith  ” pre- 
sented and  found  peace  in  obeying  her  Lord  in  baptism  and 
leading  a holy  life,  attended  this  holiness  meeting  for  some 
days  regularly.  Gradually  her  interest  was  awakened  and 
at  last  against  her  will  the  power  overcame  her,  and  she  be- 
came intensely  interested.  The  Lord’s  day  came  and  found 
her  prostrated,  and  controlled  by  an  influence,  which,  had 
she  felt  in  early  life,  she  would  have  died  a Methodist.  Lord’s 
day  evening  she  sent  for  me.  I visited  her  Monday  and 
found  her  greatly  shocked  at  the  course  pursued  by  herself 
under  this  influence,  and  convinced  that  the  power  was  not 
that  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  She  describes  the  feeling  to  be 
similar  to  that  experienced  in  taking  “ laughing  gas”  that 
dentists  use  in  the  painless  extraction  of  teeth.  This  is  the 
“ witness  ” that  is  being  palmed  off  on  unsuspecting  people 
by  the  Holiness  Band  to  testify  their  acceptance  with  God. 
Their  faith  is  directed  to  their  feeling  instead  of  toward  Jesus 
and  the  word  of  God.  Is  this  not,  after  all,  the  fundamental 
error  of  Christendom. 


C.  J.  L.  TO  J.  B. 


C.  J.  L.  did  not  intend  to  protract  this  controversy  now. 
“ Senex,”  a much  more  able  hand,  and  from  whom  the  breth- 
ren are  expecting  valuable  articles  is  still  in  the  harness.  In 
this  a few  remarks  will  be  made  on  J.  B’s.  last  article.  C.  J. 
L.  knows  that  we  are  not  discussing  the  “ personality  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.”  He  quoted  a paragraph  from  Bro.  Rother- 
ham’s very  critical  work,  and  if  it  had  no  bearing  upon  the 
subject  in  debate,  then  L.  is  the  fault. 

“ J.  B.”  asks  about  “ the  call,”  again.  The  readers  can 
understand  what  has  been  written.  L.  says  the  “ call  ” in 
2nd  Acts  is  the  gospel  call,  and  asked  J.  B.  to  produce  one 
example  throughout  the  apostles’  teaching  of  a call  to  receive 
the  miraculous  gift.  That  he  did  not  produce  it,  is  significant. 
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He  asks  L.  to  answer  his  article  on  “ the  call  ” in  March. 
There  is  nothing  in  it  for  me  to  afcswer.  L.  affirms  that  all 
who  were  in  the  church  were  called  by  the  gospel — called  to  be 
saints ; and  denies  that  any  were  called  in  the  apostles’  days 
to  receive  the  miraculous  gift.  Has  J.  B.  produced  one  case  ? 
Then,  what  is  there  to  answer  ? It  is  desirable  to  keep  to  the 
point  and  not  bring  in  irrelevant  matter. 

There  is  one  matter  in  J.  B’s  articles  upon  which  he  rests 
with  apparent  satisfaction.  His  chief  prop.  It  is  a “ thief 
on  the  cross,” — a 3rd  and  8th  of  John  to  him.  In  this,  some 
attention  shall  be  given  to  it.  It  deserves  attention.  Yes, 
“ what  about  the  Ephesians?”  “What  about  the  Samari- 
tans ? Now,  suppose  C.  J.  L.  were  to  affirm  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  had  not  been  given  till  the  coronation  of  Jesus  ! That 
no  human  being  ever  had  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  he  had  been 
given  to  none  till  Jesus  was  glorified.  Could  he  not  prove  it 
in  the  same  way  J.  B.  manages  his  argument  ? L.  could 
quote  John  vii.  39. — “ But  this  spake  He  of  the  Spirit  which 
they  who  believed  on  Him  were  to  receive,  for  the  Spirit  was 
not  yet  given,  because  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.”  “ Don’t 
u c?”  There  is  something  of  course,  said  in  Nehemiah  about 
this  matter,  and  some  think  David,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Daniel 
and  John  the  Baptist  had  the  Spirit.  But,  no  sir.  Not  even 
Jesus  himself,  “ because  the  Spirit  was  not  yet  given,”  John 
says.  Don’t  u c ? Obviously , did  not  John  vii.  39,  teach  re- 
garding a particular  promise  of  the  Spirit  ? The  fulfilment 
of  which  they  could  test  by  their  senses.  Now,  what  about 
the  Ephesians  and  Samaritans  ? It  was  the  miraculous  gift 
of  the  Spirit.  The  effects  of  which  or  evidences  of  which 
could  be  seen  or  heard.  To  be  consistent  with  himself  J.  B. 
will  have  to  take  the  ground  that  all  the  Christians  received 
the  miraculous  gift.  Because  they  all  had  the  gift.  Ergo, 
Romans  v.  “ Because  the  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  our 
hearts  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  was  given  to  us.”  C.  J.  L. 


BRO.  BLACK  HAS  GONE  HOME. 


His  death  will  be  a subject  of  solemn  reflection,  far  and 
near.  He  was  so  extensively  acquainted,  so  well  known  and 
so  much  esteemed.  And  how  worthy  was  he  of  all  the  praise 
which  will  be  expressed  and  felt.  I have  known  him  well  for 
many  years,  and  must  briefly  say,  I have  known  no  one  like 
him.  One  of  the  meekest,  most  unselfish,  most  pious, 
most  patient,  honest,  honorable,  generous,  reliable  men. 
Down  deep  in  his  spiritual  nature  there  was  unswerving  con- 
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fidence  in  God ; a large  flow  of  devotional  feelings,  and  a 
profound  regard  for  the  word  of  God — a book  with  which  he 
was  quite  familiar.  He  was,  emphatically,  a great  and  good 
man.  As  a friend,  he  was  constant  and  true. 

Religiously,  he  was  first  with  the  Baptists,  but  always  a 
bible  man.  When  the  writings  of  Bro.  Campbell  were  first 
put  into  his  hands,  he  read  carefully,  and  unqualifiedly  en- 
dorsed them.  In  Wellington  county,  for  years,,  he  worked  a 
farm  and  preached  with  great  effect  and  success.  He  would 
sometimes  become  so  interested  in  his  subject  as  to  uncon- 
sciously leave  the  desk  and  walk  down  among  the  people.  Of 
this  some  unwise  friend  notified  him  ; his  modesty  received  a 
shock,  and  ever  after  he  kept  his  place,  spoke  more  calmly 
and  slowly.  I often  wished  that  friend  had  been,  at  that 
time,  asleep. 

While  Bro.  Black  would  allow  his  feelings  to  be  trampled 
upon,  when  the  truth  was  at  stake,  he  was  a lion.  The  fol- 
lowing affords  one  illustration.  At  one  time  a learned  clergy- 
man was  speaking  to  a crowded  house  upon  baptism ; Bro. 
Black,  with  many  others,  could  not  get  in.  The  clergyman 
became  eloquent,  and  with  confidence  challenged  any  one  to 
oppose  his  position.  Bro.  B.  put  his  head  through  an  open 
window  and  said,  “I  accept  your  challenge,  sir  !”  They  met, 
but  in  the  discussion  Bro.  Black  found  no  real  match,  his  op- 
ponent was  soon  overcome. 

Bro.  Black  had  a large  brain,  he  was  truly  one  of  our 
thinkers ; he  was  anything  but  a scrap  gatherer.  He  was  not 
only  a profound  thinker,  but  a close  bible  student.  Being  a 
good  Gaelic  scholar,  he  could  read  and  speak  of  the  bible  in 
two  languages.  He  rode  no  hobbies;  became  no  partizam 
He  did  not  read  nor  study  commentaries.  His  judgment  in 
matters  concerning  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  seldom  failed  to  be  correct,  lucid  and  clear.  He 
never  puffed  himself ; did  not  seek,  manufacture  puffs,  or  have 
others  puff  him  in  the  papers.  Opposed  to  all  innovations — 
new  departures ; strictly  and  consistently,  a bible  man.  He 
worked  hard  for  the  cause  and  gave  freely  to  help  spread  the 
gospel.  None  of  our  great  gatherings  seemed  complete  with- 
out the  presence  and  counsel  of  Bro.  Black.  But  he  has  gone  l 
We  have  lost,  for  a time,  a valuable  brother  and  friend,  but 
we  sorrow  not  as  those  who  have  no  hope.  0.  J.  L.

ENGLISH  LETTER. 


Dear  Bro.  Beaty , — I drop  a line  or  two  upon  a matter  of 
special  importance.  The  Lord  is  abundantly  blessing  our 
efforts  in  this  city,  and  many  are  being  brought  out  of  sin  and 
sectarianism  to  embrace  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  We  now 
number  considerably  over  100  members,  over  90  having  been 
brought  to  the  Truth  during  the  past  twelve  months.  I have 
been  laboring  in  York,  and  we  now  have  a long  list  of  earnest 
enquirers  after  the  Old  Paths.  Our  premises  at  the  Corn  Ex- 
change have  become  altogether  too  small,  and  numbers  have 
to  go  away  every  Lord’s  day  evening  unable  to  get  in.  Our 
Sunday  School  and  Band  of  Hope  are  also  suffering  materially 
through  lack  of  accommodation.  We  have  consequently  been 
compelled  to  look  out  for  larger  quarters  to  carry  on  this 
glorious  work,  but  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  suitable 
building  of  any  kind ; so  we  have  purchased  a piece  of  land 
in  a prominent  part  of  the  city,  within  the  ancient  walls,  from 
the  corporation  for  £287,  and  intend  at  once  erecting  thereon 
a plain  but  commodious  meeting  house  to  accommodate  350 
people,  with  school  rooms  behind  and  other  indispensable  ap- 
purtenances. The  whole  scheme  will  cost  about  £630,  as 
nearly  as  we  can  at  present  say.  We  can  nearly  raise  £100 
in  York  within  three  or  four  months,  although  many  of  our 
members  are  not  very  well-to-do  as  far  as  this  world’s  goods 
are  concerned,  and  we  are  looking  to  our  brethern  to  clear  off 
about  £250  more.  That  will  be  £350,  and  a lady  who  attends 
our  services  has  promised  to  lend  us  the  rest  for  ten  years  at 
four  per  cent.  So  the  Lord  has  opened  the  way  thus  far. 
Now,  I have  been  wondering  whether  any  of  our  American 
and  Canadian  friends  would  feel  disposed  to  help  us  ; hence 
the  object  of  this  letter.  I have  thought  of  many  whom  I think 
would  and  I ventured  to  write  to  you  first  of  all,  knowing 
what  an  interest  you  have  in  the  spread  of  New  Testament 
Christianity,  pure  and  simple.  All  the  wealthy  brethren  in 
the  churches  in  England  are  willing  to  help  in  any  good  work, 
but  have  been  severely  taxed  of  late  from  all  quarters,  and  if 
you  feel  disposed  to  assist  m in  this  most  necessary  and  indis- 
pensable work,  I am  sure  you  will  be  conferring  a great  benefit 
upon  the  Church  of  God  and  also  assisting  in  making  kno  jm 
the  grand  old  Gospel  in  this  parson  ridden,  priest  bound  city. 
We  want  to  clear  off  over  £800  at  once.  I enclose  my  latest 
tract,  also  a bill  of  services.  In  haste  and  with  best  Christian 
love.

[The  bill  alluded  to  above,  annouucing  meetings  by  “ Mr.

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every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  re- 
mission of  your  sins  ; and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Acts  ii,  38.”]

Every  thing  is  so  nice  since  we  have  the  new  chapel 
all  so  elegantly  furnished  with  the  organ,  pictures,  flowers, 
fancy  lights,  rich  pulpit  tapestry,  the  elegant  communion  set 
and  everything  so  complete.  And  the  new  minister’s  sermons 
are  so  much  more  interesting  than  those  old  batches  of  scrip- 
tural quotations  the  old  ministers  used  to  get  off.

So  one  performed  all  right  with  his 
curtain,  but  the  other  got  tangled  in  his  and  fell  into  the  bap- 
tistry with  a splash  and  a gurgle  and  pulled  in  the  curtain 
after  him.  0 grandma,  I thought  I would  die.  And  the  song 
stopped,  but  the  organ  played  on  out  of  time,  aud  the  young 
minister  took  out  his  handerchief  and  wiped  his  mouth  several 
minutes. 

Yes  ; grandma,  of  course,  Jesus  is  connected  with  the  sub- 
ject of  religion.  Our  new  minister  refers  to  him  very  touch- 
ingly sometimes.

THE  SAVIOUR’S  METHOD. 


One  of  the  characteristic  means  of  reaching  men  in  the 
primitive  church  was  to  go  for  them,  seek  for  them,  labor  with 
them  through  individual  efforts.  Each  disciple  went  preach- 
ing. It  was  the  Saviour’s  method.  There  is  still  a power  in 
personal  work.  The  church  of  100  members  that  can  send 
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out  during  the  week,  into  homes  and  places  of  business,  100 
preachers  of  the  gospel  to  labor  individually  and  personally 
for  the  salvation  of  men  will  have  no  occasion  to  complain  that 
the  gospel  has  lost  its  power.  The  church  thus  at  work  will 
not  need  to  resort  to  sensation  and  clap-trap  to  win  public 
attention.  People  will  come  to  church  when  you  go  after  them 
in  the  right  spirit,  and  they  will  begin  to  be  concerned  about 
their  souls  when  others  begin  to  show  an  interest  in  them. 
Try  this  plan. 

About  a couple  of  weeks  ago  the  writer  attended  a little 
prayer-meeting  where  a few  half  discouraged  disciples  had 
met  for  prayer  and  fellowship.  One  source  of  their  discour- 
agement was  the  meagre  attendance  upon  the  Lord’s  day 
service.  What  could  they  do  ? Must  the  cause  of  Christ 
fail  ? In  the  extremity  it  was  suggested  that  each  one  present 
pledge  themselves  to  secure  if  possible  some  one  for  the  service 
on  next  Lord’s  day.  The  pledge  was  taken.  Some  twenty 
disciples  went  to  their  homes  that  night  determined,  like  Mary, 
to  do  what  they  could,  and  their  efforts  were  not  in  vain.  On 
the  Lord’s  day  following  the  meeting  there  was  an  unusually 
large  attendance.  New  faces  were  there,  and  old  faces  beamed 
with  the  consciousness  that  their  efforts  had  not  been  in  vain, 
and  the  preacher  was  unusually  earnest.  What  this  good 
beginning  will  result  in  we  cannot  say  ; but  it  at  least  teaches 
that  with  the  proper  efforts  on  the  part  of  church  members, 
our  half  empty  churches  might  be  filled,  and  many  brought 
under  the  influence  of  the  gospel  who  are  now  perishing  of 
hunger. — Evangelist.

A SHORT  CATECHISM  ON  TITHES. 


Q.  What  proportion  of  man’s  possessions  is  due  to  God  ? 
A.  A tenth. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  a tenth  ? A.  One  (dollar)  in 
every  ten  (dollars),  ten  (dollars)  in  every  hundred. 

Q.  What  is  this  commonly  called  ? A.  The  tithe. 

Q.  Have  we  any  right  to  use  for  ourselves  what  God  says 
belongs  to  Him  ? A.  No.  That  would  be  robbing  God. 
(Mai.  iii.) 

Q.  Is  this  all  we  are  to  give  to  God  ? A.  No.  We  can 
make  offerings  to  God  besides. 

Q.  Is  the  tithe  a gift  or  offering  to  God.  A.  No.  It  is 
God’s  due,  a debt  to  be  paid  to  God. 

Q.  When  can  we  make  an  offering  to  God?  A.  Only 
after  we  have  paid  our  tithe. 

Q.  Is  not  the  tithe  a part  of  the  Jewish  Law  which  was 
done  away  with  when  Christ  came  ? A.  No.  It  was  practised 
long  before  the  Jewish  law  was  given. 

Q.  Mention  any  who  paid  tithes  to  God  before  the  time  of 
Moses  ? A.  Abraham  gave  tithes  to  Melchisedek,  king  of 
Salem,  Priest  of  the  Most  High  God.  (Genesis,  xiv.  20.) 

Q.  Mention  another?  A.  Jacob  made  a vow  to  God,  “ of 
all  Thou  will  give  me,  I will  surely  give  the  tenth  to  Thee.” 
(Gen.  xxviii.  25.) 

Q.  What  other  persons  paid  tithes  besides  Abraham, 
Jacob  and  the  Jews?  A.  The  Greeks:  Xenophon  built  a 
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temple  at  Ephesus  and  endowed  it  with  tithes  of  land  which 
he  bought.  The  Greek  soldiers  reserved  a tenth  of  the  spoils 
to  be  offered  to  Apollo.  » 

Q.  Tithe  paying  was  not  then  simply  a Jewish  custom  ? 
A.  No,  it  was  the  custom  of  many  other  ancient  nations,  as 
the  Phoenicians,  Arabians,  &c. 

Q.  What  do  you  conclude  from  all  this  ? A.  That  the 
law  of  the  tithe,  like  the  law  of  sacrifice,  was  a universal  lawr 
handed  down  from  Adam. 

Q.  What  special  reason  do  you  find  in  the  Scripture  itself 
for  believing  that  a tithe  was  a law  given  by  God  to  Adam  ? 
A.  In  the  Septuagint,  or  Greek  version  of  the  Old  Testament, 
Gen  iv.  7,  is  translated,  “If  thou  hast  offered  aright,  but 
hast  not  divided  aright,  hast  thou  not  sinned  ?” 

Q.  What  bearing  has  this  on  the  Law  of  the  Tithe  ? A. 
It  was  the  reason  God  gave  to  Cain  why  he  did  not  accept 
his  sacrifice. 

Q.  When  God  spoke  in  the  law  given  to  the  Jews  of  the 
tithe,  did  he  speak  of  it  as  a new  law  ? A.  No.  He  spoke  of 
it  as  a law  already  established. 

Q.  Quote  the  words  ? A.  All  the  tithe  of  the  land, whether 
of  the  seed  of  the  land,  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  is  the  Lord’s  : 
it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord.  Lev.  xxvii.  30. 

Q.  But  is  not  that  only  in  reference  to  the  land  ? A.  No  : 
for  in  verse  32  He  adds,  “ And  concerning  the  tithe  of  the 
herd  or  of  the  flock,  even  of  whatsoever  passeth  under  the 
rod,  the  tenth  shall  be  holy  unto  the  Lord.” 

Q.  What  was  the  special  commandment  about  the  tithe 
given  to  the  Jews  ? A.  In  Numbers  xviii.  24,  God  says, 
“ The  tithes  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which  they  offer  as  an 
heave  offering  unto  the  Lord,  I have  given  to  the  Levites  to 
inherit.” 

Q.  Did  the  Jews  always  obey  this  law  ? A.  No,  they  often 
disobeyed  it,  as  they  disobeyed  the  other  laws  of  God. 

Q.  What  were  the  consequences  of  their  disobedience  ? A. 
They  became  a prey  to  their  enemies,  and  were  deprived  of 
God’s  blessings. 

Q.  Do  we  find  any  recognition  of  the  Law  of  the  Tithe  in 
the  latter  history  of  Israel  ? A.  Yes.  In  the  reformation 
under  Hezekiah,  “ the  children  of  Israel  brought  in  the  tithe 
of  all  things  abundantly.”  2 Chron.  xxxi.  5. 

Q.  Any  other  reference  ? A.  Yes  ; on  the  return  from  the 
captivity  Nehemiah  and  the  rulers,  and  all  the  people  entered 
into  an  oath  “ to  walk  in  God’s  law,”  part  of  which  was  to 
“ bring  the  tithes  of  the  ground  to  the  Levites.”  Nehemiah 
x.  29-37. 
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Q,  Did  God  ever  condemn  the  people  for  not  paying 
tithes  ? A.  Yes,  by  His  prophet  Malachi. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  ? A.  Ye  have  robbed  me,  even  this 
whole  nation,  ye  are  cursed  with  the  curse. 

Q.  When  they  asked  how  they  had  robbed  God,  what  was 
His  answer  ? A.  In  tithes  and  offerings. 

Q.  How  did  God  tell  them  they  could  get  the  curse  changed 
into  a blessing  ? A.  Bring  all  the  tithes  into  my  storehouse, 
that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now 
herewith  if  I will  not  pour  you  out  a blessing  that  there  shall 
not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it.  Mai.  iii.  10. 

Q.  At  what  period  of  the  history  of  the  Jews  was  it  when 
Malachi  uttered  this  ? A.  It  was  just  after  they  returned 
from  a captivity  of  70  years  in  Babylon,  and  therefore  a time 
of  great  poverty  and  distress. 

Q.  What  does  this  prove  ? A.  That  the  tithe  was  required 
from  the  poor,  as  well  as  the  rich. 

Q.  But  is  not  this  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  therefore 
not  binding  on  Christians  ? A.  St.  Paul  says,  “ Whatsoever 
things  were  written  aforetime  were  written  for  our  learning.” 
Bomans  xv.  4. 

Q.  But  did  not  Christ  do  away  with  these  old  laws  ? A. 
No.  He  says,  “ Think  not  that  I am  come  to  destroy  the  law 
and  the  prophets ; I am  not  come  to  destroy  but  to  fulfil.” 
Mat.  v.  17. 

Q.  What  did  Christ  say  about  keeping  the  old  command- 
ments ? A.  Whosoever  shall  break  one  of  these  least  com- 
mandments, and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the 
least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ; but  whosoever  shall  do  and 
teach  them,  he  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  St.  Matt.  v.  19. 

Q.  Did  Christ  do  away  with  the  duty  of  giving  to  God  ? 
A.  No  : on  the  contrary,  He  said,  “ Give  and  it  shall  be  given 
unto  you.” 

Q.  Did  Christ  change  the  proportion  that  a Christian 
should  give  to  anything  else  than  the  tithes  ? A.  No ; on 
the  contrary,  he  endorsed  the  paying  of  tithes,  when  speaking 
about  the  Pharisees  paying  tithes  in  small  things,  but  neglect- 
ing other  important  duties. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  ? A.  These  ought  ye  to  have  done, 
and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  St.  Matt,  xxiii.  28. 

Q.  Did  Christ  Himself  pay  tithes  ? A.  Most  probably  He 
did,  as  he  fulfilled  all  the  other  requirements  of  the  law. 

Q.  Do  we  find  any  other  proportion  in  the  New  Testament 
mentioned  as  due  from  the  Christian  to  God.  A.  No. 

Q,  Should  Christians  give  some  regular  proportion  ? A. 
Yes  ; St.  Paul  says,  “ Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every 
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one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  has  prospered  him .” 
I Cor.  xvi.  1. 

Q.  What  proportion  should  that  be  ? A.  There  is  no  other 
proportion  mentioned  in  God’s  Word  but  a tenth. 

Q,  Does  this  apply  to  the  poor  ? A.  Yes,  to  all  who  have 
anything  of  their  own  ; St.  Paul  says  “let  everyone  lay  by.” 
1 Cor.  xvi.  1. 

Q.  What  is  the  duty  of  a Christian  then  in  the  matter  of 
giving  ? A.  A Christian  should  never  give  less  than  a tenth, 
and,  if  he  is  able,  his  love  and  gratitude  should  be  shown  by 
giving  more. 

Q.  Contrast  the  way  of  giving  of  the  Jew  and  Christian  : — 
A.  The  Jew  brought  his  tithes  and  his  offerings  to  the 
treasury.  The  Christian  gives  grudgingly — he  must  have  a 
tea  or  something  in  return,  and  the  time  of  Church  workers 
is  wasted  in  begging  from  door  to  door. 

Q.  What  is  the  way  ordered  by  the  Church  ? A.  The 
Rubric  directs  that  “ the  Deacons,”  “ Churchwardens  ” * 

• • “ shall  receive  the  alms  for  the  poor,  and  other  de- 
votions of  the  people”  • • • “and  reverently 

bring  it  to  the  Priest,  who  shall  humbly  present  it,  and  place 
it  upon  the  Holy  Table.” — Society  of  the  Treasury  of  God. 
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What  is  asking  in  faith  ? “ Faith  comes  by  hearing  and 

hearing  by  the  word  of  God.”  Faith  comes  through  the 
word  of  God.  It  is  limited  by  the  word,  it  is  definite,  resting 
on  a sure  foundation.  It  is  not  made  up  of  opinion.  It  is 
not  based  on  feeling,  nor  is  it  fanaticism.  It  is  often  a great 
mistake  to  consult  our  opinions  about  the  word,  and  be  led 
by  them  instead  of  being  guided  by  the  plain  teaching  of  the 
divine  revelation.  It  is  a greater  error  to  be  ruled  by  our 
feelings,  for  then  really  we  are  placing  our  faith  in  ourselves 
instead  of  in  God  and  his  word,  and  those  who  follow  their 
feelings  alone  are  soon  led  into  fanaticism.  We  are  not  ask- 
ing in  faith  when  we  ask  for  something  God  has  not  promised 
to  give.  The  prayer  of  faith  then  is  ruled  and  guided  by  the 
plain  and  positive  instructions  found  in  the  word  of  God.  To 
pray  acceptably  requires  a most  careful  study  of  the  Word. 
No  other  Christian  duty  demands  more  earnest  care,  thought 
and  greater  familiarity  with  divine  teaching  than  this,  and 
yet  how  little  time  is  given  by  many,  how  little  thought,  how 
little  reading  and  study.  In  a word  how  little  special  pre- 
paration is  made  for  this  vital  duty. — H.  Pangbum , Texas 
Christian. 
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TEMPERANCE  LECTURE.

“ It  wuz  all  I could  pay  fur.  Now  you  go  and  git  yo’  drink. 
Youl’l  eat  libber,  but  de  man  wat  sells  yo’  de  stuff  will  hab  his 
po’terhouse  steak.  De  man  behin’  der  bar  eats  po’terhouse 
steak — de  man  in  front  eats  libber.  I ain’t  touched  de  stuff 
fo’  thirty  years,  and  now  I am  eatin ’ porterhouse  steak  myself 
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Life  is  not  entirely  made  of  great  evils  or  heavy  trials  ; but 
the  perpetual  recurrence  of  petty  evils  and  small  trials  is  the 
ordinary  and  appointed  exercise  of  the  Christian  graces.  To 
bear  with  the  failings  of  those  about  us — with  their  infirmities, 
their  bad  judgment,  their  ill-breeding,  their  perverse  tempers  ; 
to  endure  neglect  when  we  deserve  attention,  and  ingratitude 
where  we  expect  thanks ; to  bear  with  the  company  of  the 
disagreeable  people  whom  Providence  has  placed  in  our  way 
or  whom  he  has  provided  on  purpose  for  the  trial  of  our  vir- 
tue, these  are  the  best  exercises  of  patience  and  self  denial, 
and  the  better  because  not  chosen  by  ourselves.  To  bear  with 
vexation  in  business,  with  disappointment  in  our  expectations, 
with  interruptions  in  our  retirement,  with  folly,  intrusion,  dis- 
turbance— in  short,  with  whatever  opposes  our  will  or  contra- 
dicts humor — this  habitual  acquiescence  appears  to  be  more  of 
the  essence  of  self-denial  than  any  little  rigors  of  afflictions  of 
our  own  imposing.  These  constant,  inevitable,  but  inferior 
evils,  properly  improved,  furnish  a good  moral  discipline,  and 
might,  in  the  day  of  ignorance,  have  superseded  pilgrimage 
and  penance. — Selected.

Be  Careful. — It  is  no  wonder  people  have  little  regard  for 
scripture  when  men  make  careless  statements  to  maintain  & 
modern  office.  One  says  Timothy,  Titus,  Tychicus  and 
other  evangelists  evidently  labored  under  the  direction  of 
Paul  and  made  reports  to  him.”  Where  is  the  evidence  ? 
The  Lord  gave  evangelists.  They  were  under  Him. 

Spirituous  Liquors. — It  is  stated  in  the  London  press  that 
$616,448,800  was  spent  in  1885  for  intoxicating  liquors  jp. 
the  United  Kingdom.  This  is  a large  reduction  on  former 
years,  but  is  equal  to  all  the  bread,  butter,  and  cheese,  nearly 
equal  to  the  rents  paid,  and  three  times  the  amount  spent  for 
tea,  sugar,  coffee,  and  cocoa,  amoug  the  same  people. 
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Owen  Sound. — A sister  writes  a “strictly  private”  letter 
but  wishes  the  Index  to  correct  a mistake.  “ Bro.  Finch  is 
not  a hireling  pastor.  He  works  with  his  hands  most  of  the 
week.”  “We  are  able  to  give  him  a small  sum.”  The 
Index  has  no  wish  to  injure  any  one.  It  is  principle  and  not 
man  that  is  at  stake.  Names  sometimes  must  come  up  in 
arguing. 

Tithes. — In  another  column  is  a catechism  on  tithes  by  a 
“ Society  of  the  Treasury  of  God.”  Judaism  and  Heathen- 
ism are  the  great  authorities.  The  Holy  Spirit’s  “ collection  ” 
for  the  poor  “ saints  ” is  named  in  it  but  that  is  not  tithes 
for  the  clergy.  As  the  clergy  gather  this  month  to  stir  up 
their  people  this  catechism  may  be  useful  to  them.  To  Chris- 
tians the  Lord’s  authority  has  weight. 

Co-operation  Meeting. — A circular  signed  by  Hugh  Black, 
J.  W.  Kilgour  and  James  Lediard  has  been  sent  in  May  to 
the  churches  asking  them  to  send  a delegate  to  the  annual 
meeting  at  Everton  on  4th  June.  They  suggest  combining 
all  the  co-operations  into  one.  The  meeting  will  be  in  progress 
about  the  time  this  number  is  out,  so  it  is  too  late  to  insert  the 
circular.  We  hope  some  one  will  report  proceedings  for  the 
Index. 

Lectures  by  Clare  Braden. — Many  brethren  in  Ontario 
have  expressed  a desire  to  hear  the  lectures  and  discourses  of 
Bro.  Clark  Braden.  Br 5.  Braden  can  spend  some  weeks  in 

Ontario  this  summer,  if  brethren  wish  to  hear  him.  He 
can  be  addressed  at  Ravenna,  Portage  County,  Ohio.  Time, 
terms  and  arrangements  can  be  learned  from  him.  He  will 
lecture  or  hold  meetings,  as  may  be  desired. 

Sacrifice — “ How  freely  did  Christ  give  his  life  for  us! 
How  constantly  should  we  give  our  services  to  him.  For 
you  and  for  me  he  has  sacrificed  all.  And  oh,  my  brother, 
we  must  sacrifice  to  build  up  his  cause.”  Just  try  an  hour 
a week  to  preach  to  your  neighbor.  It  would  be  a small 
sacrifice.  You  cannot  conceive  the  advantage  to  yourself 
intellectually  and  spiritually,  nor  whose  soul  the  small  sacri- 
fice may  lead  to  Christ. 
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Reason  why  Christ  was  Immersed. — It  is  often  asserted 
that  immersion  cannot  be  for  remission  of  sins,  because  the 
Lord  had  no  sins  to  be  remitted,  and  yet  was  immersed.  The 
reason  for  His  immersion  is  just  as  clearly  stated  as  the  rea- 
son why  the  sinner  should.  The  difficulty  arises  from  a de- 
sire to  make  the  scripture  say  more  than  they  do.  Jesus  was 
immersed  “to  fulfil  all  righteousness,”  the  sinner  who  believes 
Christ  is  immersed  “ for  the  remission  of  sins.” 

Denison  Avenue. — A sister  was  immersed  by  the  brethren 
on  the  13th  May,  also  a brother  on  the  16th  May.  The  sister 
was  particularly  careful  to  understand  the  whole  matter  before 
taking  the  step  she  did.  Investigation  was  forced  upon  her 
by  the  opposition  of  relatives  and  clergymen  of  her  acquaint- 
ance. The  opposition  was  so  determined  that  nearly  all  her 
near  relatives  declared  they  would  not  acknowledge  her  if  she 
submitted  to  Christ.  Truth  however  prevailed,  and  she  is  now 
rejoicing. 

Elders. — An  expression  made  at  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
at  Galt,  if  carried  out,  would  accomplish  what  has  been  con- 
tended for  in  the  Index,  that  the  clergyman  is  an  unknown 
thing  in  New  Testament  history.  It  shows  he  is  not  wanted 
as  what  he  assumes  to  do  was  done  by  brethren  as  the  Lord  ap- 
pointed. The  Rev.  Mr.  Frizzell  “thought that  if  the  elder  was 
the  same  to-day  as  in  New  Testament  times  he  ought  to  do 
ail  the  duties  of  the  minister  right  along — preach,  baptize, 
and  administer  the  Lord’s  Supper.” 

Baptisms. — Last  Sunday,  9th  May,  Henry  Ward  Beecher 
baptized  a dozen  babies  and  preached  a sermon  to  young  in- 
fants.— Toronto  World.

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The  Trials  and  Crucifixion  of  Christ. — This  work  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Standard  Publishing  Company,  Cincinnati,  at 
$1,  and  written  by  A.  P.  Stout.  It  describes  the  seven  trials 
of  Christ,  and  makes  five  denials  by  Peter.  The  Historical 
Appendix  is  very  valuable  as  it  describes  the  emperors,  offi- 
cers, courts,  places  and  manner  of  trial  at  that  time,  conclud- 
ing with  an  “ Eulogy  on  Pontius  Pilate.” 

Water  and  Holy  Spirit  Baptism. — If  men  are  not  fit  for 
water  baptism  till  after  they  have  been  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Spirit,  then  water  baptism  must  be  the  higher  and 
holier,  as  it  takes  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  prepare 
them  for  it.  Yet  this  is  logically  the  teaching  of  those  who 
affirm  Spirit  baptism  as  a “ necessary  prerequisite”  to  water 
baptism.  Hence  while  trying  to  make  less  of  water  than 
Disciples  do  he  has  made  far  more. — Octograph. 

' What  Else  ? — A lady  in  a foreign  part  went  into  a place  of 
worship  and  thus  writes  : “ The  priests,  strong,  well-fed  men, 
crowded  around  us  and  begged  for  money.  I asked  them  if 
they  were  beggars,  and  they  replied  ‘ Certainly,  what  else 
would  we  be  ?”  as  though  it  was,  as  they  really  think  it  is, 
the  most  honorable  way  to  live.  When  we  told  them  that  we 
did  not  give  to  strong  men  whose  business  it  was  to  beg,  and 
advised  them  to  go  to  work  and  support  themselves,  they  be- 
came very  indignant,  and  said  we  need  not  stay  there  any 
longer.”

The 
discourses  are  on  The  principles  and  objects  of  the  current 
Reformation  ; The  Church  of  Christ ; The  Doctrine  of  Balaam;: 
The  Beginning  ; The  Great  Salvation  ; Walking  by  Faith 
The  Lord’s  Additions ; Our  Strength  and  Weakness  ; The 
Divine  Drawing ; The  Will  of  God The  Witness  of  the 
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Spirits  ; The  New  Birth  ; The  Obedience  of  Faith  ; The 
State  of  the  Righteous  Bead ; Paul’s  Experience  in  Paradise  ; 
Future  Recognition  ; Our  Position ; Farewell  Talk. 

Faith  is  inseparably  connected  with  testimony  as  its  ante- 
cedent, and  hope  as  its  consequent.  There  can  be  no  faith 
without  adequate  testimony  that  will  give  rest  to  the  soul. 
Belief  on  insufficient  testimony  is  credulity,  and  withholding 
belief  when  the  testimony  is  adequate  is  skepticism,  neither 
of  which  has  any  blessings  for  the  soul.  We  are  exposed  to 
both  credulity  and  skepticism  by  our  predilections  and  preju- 
dices. We  find  it  very  easy  to  believe  what  we  want  to  be- 
lieve— what  we  wish  was  so — what  corresponds  with  our 
predilections,  and  we  find  it  very  hard  to  believe  what  we 
don’t  want  to  believe — what  we  wish  was  not  true — that 
against  which  we  hold  a bitter  prejudice. 

Miracles. — “ The  distinction  which  is  sometimes  made, 
that  in  miracles  God  is  immediately  working,  and  in  other 
events  is  leaving  it  to  the  laws  which  He  has  established  to 
work,  cannot  at  all  be  admitted  ; for  it  has  its  root  in  a dead 
mechanical  view  of  the  universe,  lying  altogether  remote  from 
the  truth.  The  clockmaker  makes  his  clock,  and  leaves  it ; 
the  ship  builder  builds  and  launches  his  ship,  and  others 
navigate  it ; the  world,  however,  is  no  curious  piece  of  mech- 
anism, which  its  Maker  constructs,  and  then  dismisses  from 
His  hands,  only  from  time  to  time  reviewing  and  comparing 
it,  but  as  our  Lord  says,  ‘ My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and  I 
work.’  ‘ He  upholdeth  all  things  by  the  word  of  His 
power.’  ” — French.

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Church  Authority. — We  have  space  here  only  to  notice 
briefly  this  ground  of  authority,  viz  : “ To  declare  tenets  and 
other  conditions  of  membership.”  No  more  pernicious  doc- 
trine was  ever  promulgated  than  that  the  church  could  de- 
termine its  own  conditions  of  membership.  It  is  the  father 
of  the  apostasy  and  of  modern  sectarianism,  and  has  been 
productive  of  untold  injury  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  If  there 
is  any  one  matter  set  forth  more  clearly  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment than  any  other,  it  is  what  the  condition  of  discipleship 
or  membership  in  the  church  of  Christ  shall  be.  Not  even  an 
apostle  was  allowed  to  declare  them  except  as  given  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  when  once  given  they  could  not  be  changed. 
And  as  given  by  inspiration  they  have  come  down  to  us 
guarded  by  the  anathemas  of  heaven.  The  church  to-day,  if 
it  would  be  loyal  to  Christ,  must  accept  and  declare  and  en- 
force the  conditions  as  already  set  forth  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  there  its  authority  ends  in  the  matter. — Evangelist. 

Solemn  Scene. — He  preached  in  the  evening  at  a private 
house  of  an  invalid  ; after  the  sermon  called  for  additions  to 
the  church,  six  came  forward  and  gave  him  their  hand,  five 
from  the  world,  and  one  from  the  Baptist  church.

About 
two  years  ago,  this  man’s  wife  was  hauled  in  a carriage  to  the 
water,  and  then  borne  by  two  men  in  a chair  into  the  water, 
and  buried  with  Christ  in  baptism,  two  weeks  later  she  passed 
away  in  a hope  of  a better  resurrection  in  Christ.  At  that 
time  her  husband,  hale  and  hearty,  was  urged  to  unite  with 
the  church  of  Christ,  but  as  thousands  of  others  said  not  yet, 
not  yet. — From  a report  from  West  Virginia  in  the  Guide.
